The Whyo Ohief Executed" in
the Tombs.

Pale, but Facing His Fate
Without a Tremor.

A Request to the Hangman to do HIb

Work Quiokly,

Beezy Garrity's Murder at Last
Avenged by the Law.

As tbe first rays of tho rising sun lighted up
tlio cold gray walls of tho Tombs this mom
ing, Dan Driscoll, tho Whyo chief, was led
to tho callows to pay tho extremo penalty of
the law for the murder of Bcozio Qarrity. A
moment later The Evenino World's extra,
hy an instantanoous signal sent from tho
prison as tho weight fell, gavo tho public tho
first information that the crime had boon
avenged. .

Driscoll walked to tho ropo with a face
ghastly pale, bnt otherwise did not show that
be realized that ho stood face to faco with
death. Without an instant's delay the hang-
man gave the signal and the murderer silently
passed to a higher tribunal.

Tho drop fell at 7.24.
Tho oxecution of Driscoll was almost witb- -

PVt incidont. It-w- e.s of the
solemn sceno which the law of this Stato
cays shall take place when tho courts declare
that a lifo shall be forfeited.

Driscoll was a man who had shown in bin
lifo foar of neither Qod nor man, and yet
tho solemn spectacle that met his wandering
eyes as ho stepped from the hot prison cor-
ridor into the cold moraine air moved him
to fervently kiss tho crucifix that was held
out to him and to move his lips in prayer.
The condemned man was no longer the de-
fiant Whyo, with his old-tini- o manner of flip-lm- ut

contempt. He saw the officers of tho
law in sombre black, the anxious hangman
ready to welcome him.and beyond, the homp
rope twisting slowly back and forth.

All were silent, and he heard no sound but
his own footsteps upon tho hard paving of
tho prison yard. Tbe dreadful silence struck
him forcibly, and ho whisporod in Father
I'eudorgast's ear : ' ' Please ask Warden
Walsh to forgivo mo for what I havo said and
done to him. "

It was feared by thoso who well know tho
desperate character of tho Whyo that ho
would resist at the last moment and cnuso
trouble. Sheriff Oram had been warned to
bo prepared and every precaution had been
taken to prevent any demonstration.

Morbid cariosity had prompted many per-
sons to apply to the Sheriff for permission to
see tbe oxecution, but he refused to allow
any witnesses inside tbo Tombb except his
deputies and the Coroner's jury. Elbridgo
T. Gerry, a member of tbo commission ap-
pointed to determine tho best methods of
executing criminals, askod to see the hnng.
ing, and ho was appointed a member of tbo
Coroner's jury. Tile remaining1 cloven mem-
bers were representatives of tho press, and
among thorn a reporter for Tnn Evening
Would.

Sheriff Grant's deputios were fourteen in
number, as follows:

Sheriff Grant was dressed in black through-
out, as were all of bis deputies, and they
carried little silver-tippe- d staves as insignia
of office in addition to tbo badges displayed
on tbo outside of their ovorcontr..

At 7.15 Shorifi Grant marshalled hiu force
in tbe office of Warden Walsh, and with
measured step they marched two by two
through tho corridors. All but Ave of tho
deputies wore stationed out of sight of tho
EttUOWB.

The Sheriff cast a hsty glance about tho
prison yard, spoke a few words with Hang.
nian Atkinson, and then, motioning to his
flvo selected deputies, entered the prison
whom the condemned man was pacing his
cell.

Sheriff Grant said a pleasant " good-morn-J-

" to Driscoll, and the latter replied thatno was feeling very well. In answer to the
Qtiebtiou if Sheriff Grnnt could do anything

sired had already been dono.

weight was held up temporarily by a
stout cord and beside it stood a man with a
broad axe.

Driscoll walked to the hanging hemp and
craned bis neck to tbo right to allow tho
hangman to attach tbo noose to the ropo.
The kuot camo under tbo left ear. Driscoll
kissed tho littlo crucifix, taiscd his eyes to
tho sky, and faintly muttcrod :

" Slay Jesus havo mercy on mo."
Tho executioner quickly slipped tho ens.

tomary blaok cap over the doomed man's
face and gave the signal to cut tho cord. Tho
axe gleamed, tho weight fell and the body of
tho Whyo chief swung in tho air.

So skilfully did Hangman Atkinson adjust
tho noose that tho murderer's neck was
brokon and death was instantaneous. Tho
bod bung quietly for a few seconds, aud
then tho contracting muscles of tho arms and
legs caused a fow convulsive tremors. There
was not a sound except the foot. alls of the
uolico who wero patrolling the four sides of
the prison.

In a fuw minutes Dr. Cosby felt tbo wrist
of the dead man and said that the pulso had
ceased.

At 7.47 the body was cut dbwn, and Under-
taker J. I'. Whalen placed the renvdns in a
coffin. Hangman Atkinson slipped tho nooso
from the neck and removed the black cap
The features wore not distorted, although o
look of terror was indelibly impressed upon
the face.

Coroner Mcssemor stooped down and ex.
amlned the neck and tbon felt the dead
man's wrist. Ho said that life was extinct,
that death had uoeu immodlate, and that the
noose had broken the third cervical vertebra,
dislocating tho second vertebra and pressing
it upward upon tbe medulla oblongata.

Dr. Cosby and Dr. Coocan concurred in
this conclusion and the coffin-li- d was screwed
down. Tbe certificate of death was then
signed by tbo reporters and in another mo-

ment tbe scene of tbe oxceution was filled
with curious visitors.

Commodore Gerry, who was an intorosted
spectator, said to Ton Evemino Woju-- d

" The execution of the law was most per-
fectly done. If this method of inilioting
doath on criminals could always bo done an

well I would havo no objection to hanging.
But where death is caused by suffocation and
not by breaking the neck, hanging is a poor
method. It is tho ovor present uncertainty
that commends other methods than this for
executions,"

When W arden Walsh was told that Driscoll
bad asked for his forgivenoss he shook his
head and said :

" He was a very bad man. I don't know
about forgiving him. It is too Into now. Ho
ought to have thought of thiit before."

AnnANQEMFNTS TOTl THE FUNWtAL.
After being cut down tbe bodv was given

in char go of Undertaker John F. Wiielan,
who placed it in a stained deal coffiu, ami re-

moved it in a covered wagon to his establish-
ment at 490 Pearl street.

A crowd ofcuriously inclined peoplo who
saw tbe wagon leuvo tho Franklin street en.
trance of the Tombs ran nfter it, but wero
prevented from following by a number ot
bluo.conts.

Mr. Whelan said that no arrangements havo
?'etbeen made fur the wako or Mineral. All

did know was that Driscoll's body
was to bo .buried beside that of his child in
Calvary Cemetery and that a moro expan-
sive caskot than that in which it was removed
from the Tombs would bo provided.

Driscoll wroto a last letter to his wife last
night, which was intrustod to Deputy Shorlff
Delmouraud by him banded to Undertaker
Whelan, who had not dolivered it at noon.

It is said that the executed man gave direc.
tions with roferenco to tbe disposal of his
body. His desire, it is understood, is that
tbo body shall bo left at tho undertaking
rooms until Wednesday, when the funeral
will be bold, without a wako. Driscoll asked
that the seal rim.' he wore on his left band be
given to his brother henry, and that tbo cru.
cifix bo buried with him in tho coffin. He
requested that no one save members of his
family bo allowed to gaze upon his faco,

Tbe Ilov. Father Pendergast icsued n per.
mit for tbo burial of tbo body in consecrated
ground.

TUB SCENE I TITB OSLL.

Joe Atkinson, the hangman, who has offici-
ated at all of tbe executions which havo taken
place in the Tombs for years past, was seen
after the banting. Ha is an excitable little
man. about forty.flvo years of ago. He ex.

pressed dislike to publicity for tbe reason
that it subjected bis children to some annoy,
anre. He thought highly of Driscoll's pluck.

" I don't know how ho know my name,"
ho said. " but as soon ax I entered his cell to
pinion his arms ho said :

" 'Hello ! Joe Atkinson.' aud then ho sold,
' Say, Joe, inako a quick job of this, will
you?1

'"Yes. I will,' I said to him, 'You'll be
all over it in five minutes. '

" Ho seemed satUfied, and tbcro wasn't
tho most trilling show of ftar in him. He
was as bold a chap as any I've ever had to do
with.

" When tho death-warra- had been read to
him be turned to me again and ho said :

" ' Look nero, Joo, i don't waut you to put
that cap on mo till I get outside'

"I said, "All right, Dsu,:i won't,' audi
didn't," added the hangman, with some

of satisfaction.
WHEN THE PROP FELL.

Of courso The F.vkniko Would wns tho
first newspapor on tho stroct with nu account
of Driscoll's execution. This latest victory
was achieved by a novel aud Ingenious
method, which, so far ns is known, was nover
before usod in journalism in this city and by
which not only time and spneo but also tbo
steel bars and massivo walls of the Tombs
wero overcome. A description of it cannot
fail to iuterebt tho rcadors of Tiik Eenino
Woiild.

To secure the prompt receipt of tbe nows,
a signal service corps was organized nnd care-
fully trained. So thorough wero tho prepa-
rations and so well were the plans carried out
that every detail was executed with tho ac-

curacy of clockwork, and tho nows was
flashed by quick-oyo- d observers from tho
Tombs to The Evenino Would oillco with
tho quickness of thought.

Electricity Itself was at a discount aud left
behind.

It should bo stated that when Sheriff Grant
and his deputies arrived at tbo Tombs
tbo doors woro doublo locked, and
no one was allowed to go out until the body
of tho executed murderer had been taken
down and placed in a cofflu,and the Coroner's
jury had rendered their verdict.

How to got the news into Tnn Evening
Woni.n office without tho delay which would
bo caused by this regulation was tho prob-
lem prosentod.

A careful reconnaiauco of tho buildings on
Elm, Leonard and Franklin streets showed
that from tho roof of a hugo five-stor- y tono-me- nt

on Leonard street an excellent vlow
could bo obtained of n large soction of tho
Sri Hon yard, close to tbo gallows, inolnding

rcjKrters' stand and the lino of doputy
sheriffs.

Two blocks distant from tho roof of that
tenement, and in the direction of the Even-
ino Would offico, tho lofty shot tower of the
Colw oil Lead Company, 200 foet high, and
one of the landmarks of tho city, looms up
ngnmst tho sky. The tower is reached by
successive flights of iron steps. The roof is
flat, and is surrounded by a double iron rail-
ing. Though tho tower jb a long way from
tbo Evenino Would office its great height
makes the roof dearly visible from tbe edi-
torial rooms, and thus a direct chain of com-
munication was formed botwoon tho scene of
tbe oxecution and tho office of tho Evenino
Would.

In the gloom of tho enrly morning, long
before sunrise, threo reporters loft the office
of The Evenino Would. Two carried huge
flags of rod bunting, the poles of which were
fully ten feot long.

WAVin FBOM THE TOW Kit.

By tho kindness of Foreman Tracy, of tho
Colwcll Shot anil Lead Company, ono of tho
young men was admitted to tbe bae of the
shot tower, and he laboriously climbed its
myriad steps to tho roof, carrying his ilag
with him.

Another reporter took up his position on
the UH!X of tbo roof of tbe Leonard street
tenement and looked down into tbo jail,
yard.

The minutes flew by and tho glorious sun
roso, gildinc the tops of the buildings around
and beautifying even the grim old Tombs
with its rav.

When tho young man on the roof tnrned
his face to tho southward ho saw tbe tnll
form of his colleague clearly outlined against
tbe tlarkir sky. Lookiuudown towards tho
Tombs ho raw tho deputy sheriffs gathering
around tbo scaffold. A few momenta later
Sheriff Grant waved his band and there-porte- rs

took thoir seats at the long pine table
orccted for their use.

Tim Evlnino Would man on the
roof kept bis eyes fixed on his

colleague at the reporter's table. At 7,23 tLo
funeral procession camo out of the door of
the boys' prison. Driscoll walked slowly
towards tbe callows.

A moment later The Etevino Wold re-

porter hosrd the heavy weight tall at the
blow of tho executioner's uxo, and simul-
taneously The Evfnino Would roporter in
sight of the scaffold waved a handkerchief.

That very instant the signal Hags waved
from the roof of tho Leonard street tene-
ment and on top of tho shot-towe- r, and were
at ouce seen by a young man with field,
glasses seated at tho window of Trro Evenino
Woeld office.

GcroWi of tho Colwtill Lead Company, who
accompanied tbo roporkr to the top of tho
shot-towe- fired off a led Coston rlgiinl light,
which tbo reporter lind with him m casu tho
early morning daikucss should prevent tho
Hag signals being seen.

Tbo plan worked to perfection. The re.
ltortor in tho Tombs yard had hardly waved
his handkerchief once, when tho answering
signal wiu niado from The Evenino WonLD
office.

With the aid of its magniflcout presses The
EvrNiNo Would wns ablo to get its enrly
nxtra edition on tho street full live minutes
before tho limit expeditious of its rivals.

It was a famous victory and it was well
earned. It ns the first instance on record of
it codo of signals boing med to give instanta-
noous nous of un execution.

THE SIGNAL FROU THE ROOF OTSKLOOKINd THE
TOMBS TAUD.

The obsorvor of Tnn Evenino Would
sigual-servic- o bureau who was stnttonod on
tho Colwell shot tower was admitted, carry-
ing n big red banner, by Thomas Dougherty,
tho watchman.

"It was about n quarter past six whonl
let him in," said Watchman Doughorty later
in tho day, "and we ftartcd right away for
tho top of the tower. It's a long climb, and
it was half-pa- six before wo reached tbe
top. Wo could not carry tho flag up with us
on account of the length of tho staff, so it
was Hid to tho dummy and hoisted up
after us.

" I did not go out on tho top of the tower
myself, for it is not to be expected thut a man
of my girth wonld tucklo such a narrow
hatchway. Itcsidos, it was too cold. I
stayed in tbe section below, where I conld
keep warm aud see all the fun. I tell you it
wns n big success, and it's strange no one
ovor thought of the schoroe bofore."

Mr. F. Uorow, tho President of tho Ameri-
can Athletic Club and employed by tho Col-we- ll

Company, being moro of anathleto than
the sturdy watchman, was a companion of
Tux Evenino World's representative on
tho roof of tbe tower.

' The schomo worked to perfection," ho
said. "As soon as tho signal wai given by
the mnn on tho Leonard street building the
big red flag was flying on tho shot tower, and
a second or two later was answered by the
Coston Unlit from The Evenino Would
offico. I don't boliove' ten seconds was lost
in getting tho nows from tho Tombs to The
Woni.n oillco."

Mr. Gerow was quite right in saying that
not ten seconds was lost, bocauso tho trans-
mission of the nows occupied less than two
seconds.
